HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 


Dublin. 


IN seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,366 


births and 4,270 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturday 
last, September 16th. The annual rate of mo: tality in these towns, which 
had been 17.3, 17.3, and 16.1 per r,ooo in the three preceding weeks, further 
declined last week to 14 3 per 1ooo. The rates in the several towns ranged 
irom 5.6 in Hornsey, 62 in Coventry, 68 in Handsworth (Staffs.), 7.5 in 
Wallasey, 7 7 in Aston Manor, 7 8 in Kotherham, 8.1 in Reading, and 8.9 in 
East Ham, to 20.8 in Sunderlaud, 21 2 in Stockport and in Oldham, 21.7 in 
Middlesbrough, 22.9 in Stockton-on-Tees and in Gateshead, and 24.9 in 
Great Yarmouth. In London the rate of mortality was 132 per 1,00, 
while it averaged 14.7 per 1,0co in the seventy-five other large towns. 
The death-rate from the principal intectious diseases averaged 2.7 per 
1,000 in the seventy-six towns; in London this rate was eq to 
2.0 per 1,000, while among the seventy-five other large towns the rates
